"Plenso pass the potatoes”—is a 
request heard hundreds of times a 
year in most homes throughout the 
nation. And so it should be—for pot¬ 
atoes are one of our most plentiful 
foods and they are easy on the budget 
too. Instead of serving them always 
plain boiled, fried or baked why not 
dress them up a little now and then 
In one of the following ways suggest¬ 
ed by the Consumer section? Most 
of the fancy names have been donated 
by the French who seem to have a 
particular talent for changing plain 
foods into something delectable with 
little or no effort. 

Anna — very thinly sliced potatoes 
baked with butter in a mould. 
Annette — cooked the same as Anna, 
with chopped onions and grated che¬ 
ese added. 

An Four — baked potatoes with a 
flavouring of bacon fat and cheese. 

Au Qratin — creamed diced potatoes 
sprinkled with grated nippy cheese 
and buttered bread crumbs, then bak¬ 
ed in the oven. 

Duchess — dry mashed potatoes mix¬ 
ed with yolk of egg. a little butter 
and seasoning, and formed into fancy 
shapes, brushed with beaten egg and 
baked. 

Fraconia — whole potatoes parboiled 
then baked with a roast and basted 
frequently with the fat in the pan. 
Julienne — potatoes cut into match- 
like strips and cooked as French fried 
potatoes. 

Lyonnaise — sliced or diced boiled 
potatoes sauteed with sliced onion 
and garnished with chopped parsley. 
Maitre d'Hotel — boiled potato balls 
.served with a sauce of butter, minced 
onion, chopped parsley, salt, pepper 
and a little lemon juice. 

Mousseline — mashed potatoes mixed 
with whipped cream and blitter. 
Parmentier — diced potatoes cooked 
in a casserole with butter and parsley 
Rissole — hot mashed potatoes fried 
in deep fat until golden brown, then 
salted. 

Souffle — hot mashed potatoes mix¬ 
ed with beaten egg yolks, seasonings 
and fluffy egg white, then baked in 
a hot oven. 


Potato Secrets 

6 large potatoes well scrubbed 
1 cup ground cooked meat 
1 cup gravy or cream sauce 
teaspoon onion Juice 
Salt and pepper to taste. 

cup cooked carrots, finely chopped 
Bake potatoes in a moderately hot 
oven, 375° F., until tender, about 1 
hour. Mix meat, gravy, seasonings and 
carrots. Cut a slice from the broad 
side of each potato. Scoop out the 
potato, leaving unbroken shells. Mash 
potato, add salt and pepper and a 
little top milk. Whip until fluffy. Half 
fill shelLs with meat mixture. Pile 
potatoes on top. Reheat in oven until 
potatoes are lightly browned and fill¬ 
ing is hot. Yield: six servings.
